The doctor worked several hours try- 


ing to restore Nagle to consciousness, but 
without avail and the man succumbed to 
be drug shortly after noon yesterday. 
Tho body was taken to the undertaking 
establishment of Stephens & Heap,where 
an inquest was held over it at 3 o'clock, 
Joroner Brown presiding. 


Dr. J. L. Maupin was the first witness. 


He testified he had been called to attend 
;he deceased and found him in an un- 
conscious condition due to opium poison- 
ing. 
He atated that Nagle'e de^th was 


due to the a-, me cause. He made an 
autopsy and found that the mucuous 
membrane lining the stomach was much 
congested, due to strong corrosive poison- 


Omcer Welch stated he had come 


acroas tbe deceased at 4 o'clock yester- 
day morning, corner of F and TuUre 
sireeta. He was lying on the sidewalk 
and seemed to wituees to be under tbe 
influence of liquor. Welch awoke Na- 
Ifle, who complained of being cold. Nnglo

ba somewhat stupefied.
